Plans of G overnor Earl W ar­ 
ren to call a special session of 
the state legislature next Mon­ 
day to consider control of rental 
boosts and evictions, put a halt 
to plans of city councilmen here 
to adopt sim iliar measures.

TO START MONDAY 
Gov. W arren was exepcted to 
make his decision know n today 
on a special session. Slow head­ 
way in congress on rental controls 
was responsible for his decision. 
W hat he w ants of the state law ­ 
m akers is “stopgap” laws to con­ 
trol the situation until the n a­ 
tional governm ent acts. 
Plans are to have the state 
controls effective by August 1, 
the date w hen evictions and rent 
boosts are to begin.

W ith the governor’s plan for a 
special session, the city will m ark 
time on any plans it had for 
legislation 
here.

S tudent-pilot M elvin Cooper, 
20, can thank his lucky star that 
som etim e in th e course of his air 
training, he had an instructor 
who taught him how to expertly 
m ake a “dead-stick” forced land­ 
ing. 
Cooper, who works fo r a paint 
com pany in R iverside and lives 
at 4176 Sunnyside D rive in that 
city, dem onstrated his ability to 
m ake a forced landing w hen the 
plane he was piloting over Palm 
Springs developed m otor trouble 
W ednesday evening at 7:40 p.m. 
WITHOUT A SCRATCH 
He m ade his landing and was 
able to get out of the ship and 
w alk aw ay w ithout a scratch a l­ 
though the plane nosed over and 
the propeller w as wrecked. 
Seeking frantically for an even 
spot to land his ship in the gath­ 
ering tw ilight. Cooper sighted 
Cottonwood avenue, a street be­ 
ing constructed through a new 
sub-division in th e northeast part 
of town, and decided to set his 
light Fairchild plane dow n on it. 
Through the center of this new 
avenue runs a high m ound of 
earth piled th ere by caterpillars.

Dessert is extra. The clever ad­ 
vertising and the fine food draws 
people from everywhere. Some­ 
one try it in Palm Springs. 
TAKE NO MONEY 
Besides the little church at 
East Sound, 
where a student 
from 
Chicago 
is 
conducting 
(young 
teeth cutting) services, 
there arc at present two itiner­ 
ant, walking evangelists going 
about, calling on every home. 
They accept no money, believe 
in no organized church program, 
but arrive at your door at meal 
time or bed time and expect to 
be fed and housed. Believing they 
should do as the early apostles 
did, to go forth without scrip 
or purse.

to the summit of Mt. Constitu­ 
tion, where has been erected a 
monumental tower to imposing 
proportions from the rampart one 
can see spread out before you, 
the 17 islands which dot this 
part of Puget Sound. Really they 
are mountain peaks sticking out 
of swirling tides 
which come 
racing in and out from the Pa­ 
cific ocean, twdce a day. A pan­ 
orama of loveliness, surpassing 
even 
that upon 
which 
Moses 
gazed when from Mt. Nebo, be­ 
yond 
Jordan, 
he 
viewed 
the 
Promised Land. 
A forest ranger keeps vigils 
constantly, with telephone and 
radar beside him, to report forest 
fires or any unusual occurrence. 
He can talk all over the state 
of Washington, especially with 
the forest rangers at any other 
point anywhere in the state. 
FOR FORTY YEARS 
1 have been a frequent visitor 
to this island ever since 1906. 
Here when my three children were 
little tots, we came to camp out 
and later built a little cottage 
which was our summer outing 
place. 
Tender memories are awakened 
by revisiting these beaches, where 
the children played, where we 
dug clams and where together 
with their mother we went out 
in the boat. The mother and 
eldest son gone and the other 
two grown up and away from 
the parental wing. 
The little mail boat comes daily 
from the main land. And the 
ferry from Anacortes is crowded 
to 
fullest capacity 
four times 
daily. 
If one is not in line sometimes 
an 
hour in advance, you are 
likely to have to sit another 
three or four hours for the next 
ferry. 
The way they pack them is an 
interesting sight. 
LOSES WHOPPER 
The salmon fishing is not yet 
good. I hooked a whopper two 
nights ago just at dusk, but I 
suppose in my earnestness I held 
too tight a rein, for presently 
he decided he had business else­ 
where and snapped the wire 
leader. I scarcely slept all night, 
featuring how 1 ought to have 
handled him, and bemoaning my 
stupidity in not giving him plenty 
of Une when he set out for the 
north pole. 
A large school of porpoises was 
in the bay last evening and of 
course every 
salmon left the 
country, 
they are 
the deadly 
enemy of the salmon. One boat 
hooked onto one of the porpoise 
and had a big tussel with it 
until finally they had to cut the 
line. 
ANTICIPATION 
It's a winsome sight these eve­ 
nings out there at the point, 
where perhaps tw enty or thirty 
boats of all sizes are trolling back 
and forth, each with eager an­ 
ticipation that their wobbler or 
small herring bait may attract 
a nice big fellow. 
Our cabin is comfortable. Mrs. 
Macartney gets up some smack­ 
ing good meals altho so far from 
any market. 
I am preaching in my old pul­ 
pit in Belling the next two Sun­ 
days and next Sunday night to 
address a mass meeting of all 
the churches. My subject is to 
be “Palestine the Coming Storm 
Center of the World.”

Unsecured List 
S/to ws Big Gain 
Over Last Year 
Value of property on the coun­ 
ty’s unsecured assessment roll for 
1946 rose from $4,341,490 last year 
to 25 per cent over figures for 
one year ago, according to tabu­ 
lations released by County As­ 
sessor Frank Burchfield. 
This brings the 1946 total roll 
to $111,144,940, as compared with 
a 1945 total of $99,231,160, a gain 
of $1,803,780. Figures for the se­ 
cured roll are: 1946—$105,764,670, 
1945—$94,999,670. 
Taxes on the unsecured roll 
are collected in the assessor's of­ 
fice and levied on personal prop­ 
erty for which there is no real es­ 
tate as security. Although unse­ 
cured taxes are levied for the next 
'ensuing fiscal year, they are due 
at the time the assessment is 
made, between the first Monday 
in March and the last Monday in 
June. 
The increased value of the un­ 
secured roll extends the tax base 
for Riverside county slightly 
more than a million dollars, As­ 
sessor Burchfield pointed out.

Dry Cycle 


Rainfall Figures 
Show Drop Here 


With one exception, the recent 
rainfall season, ending June 30, 
was the dryest since records have 
been kept here. And the excep­ 
tion was the season before, so 
Palm Springs seems to be ex­ 
periencing a dry cycle. 
Total fall for the 1945-46 sea­ 
son was recorded at the local fire 
station as 5.87 inches. In the 44­ 
45 season, only 3.83 inches of 
rain fell here. That was the dry­ 
est on record at the fire station 
where they started keeping an­ 
nual figures in 1937. 
Heaviest season on record was 
the 1940-41 season when a total 
of 11.68 inches was listed—and 
there 
were 
floods 
hereabouts. 
Next heaviest season was the 
1943-44 season when 10.94 inches 
fell. 
The five-year period between 
July 1, 1939 and June 30, 1944, 
was an exceptionally wet period 
with the average annual fall re­ 
corded as 9.45 inches, well over 
the Village average. In the two 
seasons since, the average annual 
rainfall has measured 4.35 inches. 
There were only 15 days in the 
period from July 1, 1945, to June 
30, 1946, the official season, when 
rain in quantities sufficient to 
measure fell in Palm Springs. 
The other 350 days were rain­ 
less.

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INTO THE TSAY-BEGAY 
Part III 
After a hurried lunch, we strip­ 
ped to our shorts, for the sun was 
sufficiently hot now to feel de­ 
lightfully warm on our bare skins. 
This proved a mistake for Jack, 
since he had no previous tan, 
and as a result got a bad sun­ 
burn. 
Chico already was very 
dark from his sojourn at the 
Florida beaches, and I had been 
slowly regaining my tan on the 
almost daily hikes we had been 
taking. 
’ 
The first canyon we decided 
to explore was of course the 
nearest one. Our choice proved 
rather disappointing, for it soon 
narrowed down into a dead end. 
We were determined to get up 
on top for the view', if nothing 
else, so we scouted around here 
for a means of ascent. 
CROSS DANGER POINT 
Chico selected a rather steep- 
walled but minutely ledged ex­ 
panse to our right, and in a few 
seconds was fifty feet above us. 
Here he waited until Jack and I 
scaled up to him. So far so good. 
The next stretch wasn’t quite so 
easy, and we actually had to 
creep over one ten foot slide, 
where a slip would have m eant a 
plunge of sixty feet. Once we 
had crossed that point, however, 
we found it comparatively easy 
going. 
We were now on the top of the 
sandstone that sloped over and 
back under itself to form the 
great cave in which the ruins of 
Echo Cave are located. Only the 
very topmost tip of the Totem 
Pole could we see from here: an 
intervening mesa shut out further 
view. Back of us stretched the 
rest of the great wild and unex­ 
plored Tsay-begay Region, a cir­ 
cular 
little 
valley 
completely 
hemmed in by sandstone cliffs. 
It was named after Hoskinini- 
begay, the son of the old Navaho 
chieftain; in fact, the word “Be­ 


gay” means “son", whereas the 
prefix “Tsay”, so commonly met 
with 
in 
Navaholand, 
means 
“Stone” or “Rock” (a corruption 
of ”Tsay” is seen in Canyon de 
Chelly, 
pronounced 
de 
shay, 
meaning Canyon of Rocks). 
Everywhere on top the sand­ 
stone 
exhibited 
cross-bedding, 
with the angles of deposition run­ 
ning in all directions, some al­ 
most at right angles to border­ 
ing ones. It was easy to imagine 
that at one time these rocks were 
actually piles of sand, that were 
later pressed and crushed into 
resistant sandstone, still preserv­ 
ing their original bedding, where . 
they were built up layer upon 
people 


beyond was only about 8 feet 
deep, 10 feet long, and 6 feet 
high at the front, sloping quickly 
to 4 feet at the rear. Its floor 
was covered to a depth of over 
a foot with a persistent matted 
accumulation of wood rat dung, 
giving the cubicle a musty dank 
odor once you are inside. Other 
numerous white blotches on the 
surface gave evidence of use by 
some large perching birds, either 
hawks or owls. I peered into the 
niches in the rock ceiling for 
bats, but found none. It would be 
a logical place to spot some. 
We could imagine how one or 
might conceivably 


at least to seek shelter from 
storms, but couldn't picture an 
entire family living there. Per­ 
haps these ancient peoples, living 
in Monument Valley as they did, 
some 700 years ago, had bachelor 
penthouses then even as we do 
now. “Our” ruin might be just 
such a single man’s dwelling. Or, 
it more probably served as a 
storehouse for crops and valu­ 
ables, although the fact that it 
was now absolutely empty of any 
artifacts belied this supposition. 
Myself, I began to wonder how 


layer by the strong winds of | dwell inside such a small room, 
that remote age. 
BUILT INTO HOUSE 
As we wandered across this ir­ 
regular sweep of rock, I happened 
to glance ahead. In front of us 
a small canyon opened up, per­ 
haps a hundred feet deep, forming 
a steep-walled bowl. 
High on 
the left side of this “bowl”, just 
under the cap-rock, had once 
been two natural caves, scooped 
out of the rock by the wind and 
rain. 
There is nothing unusual 
about such caves; there are in­ 
numerable ones in the region. 
However, one of them, the one 
on the left, was no longer a cave. 
It had been converted into a one- 
room house, merely by building 
up a masonry wall across the 
front, using the natural recess 
as the house itself! 
This was what we had been 
searching for: an undiscovered 
primitive untouched little ruin. 
And here it was, as well-preserv­ 
ed as if it had been made yes­ 
terday. We dashed into the bot­ 
tom of the gorge and stared up 
at it. The one wall was pierced 
by a single opening, a combina­ 
tion window and door, about 
three feet above the floor and two 
feet square in size. 
EXPLORE "RUIN” 
’ 
How to get up to it? The sand­ 
stone sloped steeply up toward 
it, unbroken by any toe-holds 
we had come to expect in such 
places. Chico as usual broke the 
indecision by getting a running 
start and climbed up to the ruin 
without the slightest hesitation. 
Jack and I followed and were 
both agreeably surprised at how 
easily we made the ascent in 
spite of the steepness. 
We took turns in climbing into 
“our” ruin, for the little room 


on earth the builder got his 
stones up to this cave, let alone 
all the mortar, which was evi­ 
dently just local mud. We could 
run up the “front yard” fairly 
easily, unburdened; but a load 
of rock and mud to transport up 
that smooth slick sandstone was 
another question. It might have 
been hauled up by ropes. 
The location for the ruin was 
perfect. No one w'ould ever have 
found it except by chance, and 
there were numerous deep pits 
on other portions of the mesa’s 
top where quantities of rain water 
would collect as natural wells. 
Chico laughingly asked what 
the occupant would do if he had 
come home drunk. He’d really 
have had to be careful of that 
first step. 
I poked about in the litter on 
the floor, uncovering nothing of 
value. Our visions of finding a 
ruin replete with unbroken pot­ 
tery ollas and 
other artifacts 
would have to await another day. 
We would have to be content with 
a single masonry wall, and th at’s 
all.
